San Francisco, July 31.—-Yester- 
day a number of attempts were made 
to burn the grain fields in Santa Clara 
Incendiary fires were kindled 
by slow matches in various places.

Let it 
be understood that Mr. Lake is not 
seeking this or any other office, but 
the GazeETTeE mentions the matter be- 
cause it believes Mr. Lake a strong 
man for Republicans, and a choice 
which would be particularly happy 
and beneficial for the people of Washoe 
county.

PROF. THOS. A. EDISON. 
Interview with the Genius of the Age— 
What he has been Doing—Some of 
His Future Plans -Electricity to be 
Ured in Discovering the size and 
Croppings of a M.neral Lode. 


Accompanying every misfortune 
there may be fourd an attendant ad- 
vantage. The railroad accideut which 
occurred last night near Mystic de- 
layed all the west-bound trains ten to 
fifteen hours, and the westward over- 
land, among other trains, stopped dur- 
ing this time at Reno. By this means 
your reporter had the honor and plea:- 
ure of meeting the wonderful genius, 
Prof. Thos. A. Edison, a man known 
to every reader of newspapers in the 
land, aud one the fame of whose in- 
ventions has reached the eastern con- 
tinent. 

We found Mr. Edison sitting on a 
camp stool on. the car platform, resting 
his head on his hands and the iron 
railing. Herose, gave us his large 
hand in a harty shake, quietly per- 
ceived his doom and with much p‘e.s- 
ure gave usthe subjoined interesting 
information. First. however, let us 
speak further of his 

PERSONAL APREARANCE. 


He is about five feet eight inches in 
hight, weighs some 160 pounds, is 
clean shaved, wears a Scotch-tweed 
suit, black felt hat, and in his general 
personal appearance does not strike 
one as more than an ordinary man. 
His mild blue eyes light up in conver- 
sation, and yet he is not exciteable, 
hat, we would say, is a man of much 
reflaction, quick perception and re- 
markably accurate in thought. He is 
traveling in company with Prof. Bar- 
«er, of the University of Pennsylva- 
nia, who has just mude some spectro- 
scopic observations at Rawlins, Wyv- 
ming Territory. In reference to the 
failure of 

MR. EDISON'S TASIMETER 


at Rawlins, the pint of ob«rva‘ion 
of; the sun’s total eclipse which was se 
carefully noted by Profs. Young, Bar- 
ber and Edison, with a few other sci 
entific gentlemen, the followins is asuf 
ficient explanation. The tasimeter is a 
very delicate instrument for measuring 
heat, and is far more sensitive te the 


slightest heat than is the thermopyle. 
The difficulty, as the reader may al- 
ready infer in measuring the amoun! 
of heat thrown off from the sun's 
corona was, that the t: simeter provid 
too sensitive, while Prof. Young did 
aot thoroughly understand the instru- 
ment; therefore, when the taximeter 
was placed in position the index nuted 
the excessive delicacy of the instru- 
ment, afd the heat could not in this 
experiment be measured. Mr. Eilison, 
however, made one satisfactory test 
and obtained a good measurement. 

The render, no doubt, is more or 
less familiar with the Edison telephone 
and phonograph. Many have read a 
full description of both instruments 
in Scribner’s April number, also arti- 
cles in the papers of both inventions. 
We will, therefore, not describe these 
wonderful devices, but call to your 
mind a point in reference to the phor- 
ograph wh ch has not met our eye and 
which seemed to be a most gratifying 
feature in the unique operation of this 
wonderful devise for the reproduction 
of sound. By turning the handle of 
the phonograph cylinder very slowly. 
the bass of the song which has been 
previously phonographed will be 
given. On turning faster and faster, 
one has in cerresponding succession, 
falsetto, soprano, tenor flute, cornet, 
piccolo and the whistle. Ong hymn, 
the Marseilles, we believe, when pro- 
duced from the organ and reversed by 
the phonograph, gives forth music 
which has been provounced far sweeter 
than the original song. 

IMPORTANT TO MINING MEN. 

The Professor bas a hypothesis 
which, in one instance, in the case of 
an iron mine proved correct; that the 
size, character and point of croppings 
of a mineral lode may be determined 
by the difference of the conductivity 
of electricity, previded that the walls 
of the ledges are lined with clay or de- 


composed country rock. He be- 
lieves that he can test his theory, as 
we may more properly term it, on the 
ack, and will do so on his return 

from California. Should this thecry 
prove true on further application, 1 
will be of incalculable sdvantage in 
mining. Instead of running long tun- 
nels, sinking deep shafts or bvoring 
here and there with the diamond drill, 
he would apply his electrical apparatus, 
and by the difference in the conduct- 
ivity of the ore body and its walls, 
etc., he presumes that he can tell how 
much ore there is in a mine, where it 
lies, its direction, and the point where 
its creppings may be looked for. If

MINING INTELLIGENCE. | 
The Mines of Ione, Downeyville, Grants- | 
ville and Vicinity—Bullion Shipments | 


and New Discoveries. : 

Through a Mr. Travers who is just | 
in from Downeyville, we have obtained 
some interesting notes in regard to the 
mines of that region. At Downey- 
ville the Dow-ey brothers own four 
elaims, upon each of which they have 
started shafts. These shafts are re- 
spectively 300, 270, 230, and 100 feet 
indepth. In one of these claims, 
called the Lizzie, a large body of ore 
has been encountered, wh.ch assays 


from $1800 to $2500 perton. The 
ore is of the Galena variety, and is 
profitably smelted by the process of 
which the GazETTE gave some inform- 
ation in a previous issue. The Dow- 
ney brothers shipped to Wadsworth, 
July 30, five car-loads of crnde bul- 
lion. All of these shafts, and at the 
depth mentioned, are in the sume ore 
formation, although it varies, of 
course in richness. 

The Raymond mine, at Lodi. one of 
the oldest mines in the district, is now 
turning out large quantities of bullion. 

The Alexander mine at Grantsville 
has still a fine ore body, and runs 
three mills constantly on its ore. At 
first the ore was of the free milling 
variety. It is now changing and bears 
the same general character as that 
found in the Downey mines. 

The Northern Belle company has 
found another body of ore some f -rty 
feet in width and giving assays of $35 
to $38 per ton. 

The mines of Douwneyville and vi- 
cinity are twenty miles from the Sun- 
rise, “hose principal owners are Reno 
mén. This mine is in Esmeralda 
county and on the old Reese River 
road. The same formation prevails 
through»ut that region, and from the 
dixcoveries already made we shouid 
consider mining property in that re- 
gion valuable. The districts named 
promixe to become the richest in 


Nevada. 
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TRAIN WRECKED. 


Special Tea Train No. 7 Colli‘e; With 
the Westbound Emigrant No.6 Near 
Mystic—Locomotives and Box-Cars in 
a Fearful Wreck. 


About 5 o’cl.ck last eveniig the 
west-bound emigrant train No. 6 col- 
lided with special tea train No. 7 at 
@ point just above Mystic, and sone 
three and a half miles east of Bronco, 
on the C. P.R.R. No.6 was drawn by 
engines 83 and 24, anl No. 7 by 199. 
No6. had orlers to wait at Mys‘ic fora 
special train, but. when the train arri- 
ved at that station the conductor saw 
a special train On the sid» track, and 
presuming that it was No. 7 did not 
stop his train. The road above the 
station has many curves, and the en- 
gineers of the two trains did not see 
each other until it was too late to pre- 
vent a collision. Onward sped the 
trains. The engineers, Hutchinson, 
Geary and Stirling, and their firemen, 
jumped from their engives, and then 
came the fearful crash. The Iccomo- 
tives were badly wrecked, and from 
twelve to fifteen tea cars demolished 
and thrown over and off th: track. 
Of course several other cars were more 
or less injured in both trains. Very 
fortunately, however, no one received 
any serious injury.
